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CLASS  HISTORY

It  was  the  best  of  times.  It  was  the  worst  of  times."  These  words  begin  Charles 
Dickens'  A  Tale  of  Two  Cities,  but  they  can  also  apply  to  our  journey  through  Everett  * 
High  School,  from  September  1986  until  graduation  1990.  Leaving  the  Parlin  and  en- 
tering a  new  world  behind  the  doors  of  Everett  High  School  was  extremely  frightening, 
yet  exciting  for  most  of  us.

Our  friendships  were  becoming  stronger t 
and  our  classes  were  getting  harder. 

Junior  year.  Where  did  the  time  go?  It  started  off  sadly  as  we  faced  the  death  of  our 
classmate,  Eric  Harney.  On  a  national  note,  George  Bush  and  Dan  Quayle  became 
President  and  Vice-President  respectively  even  though  most  people  agreed  that  Paul 
Murphy  should  really  have  been  President.  About  twenty-five  juniors  spent  their  April 
vacation  in  Paris  with  Mr.  Dascoli,  absorbing  culture  and  observing  the  relics  of  his- 
tory.  Danversport  Yacht  Club  was  the  site  of  our  junior  prom  and  it  was  a  blast.  Once 
again  the  football  team  defeated  Chelsea  with  a  score  of  40-6.
